Dro|>))ing Arkansas from the rang<* of this s|)ccics re(]uires a Avord 
of explanation. In his first jaiper on the ,Juncua fnnii.'i allies (Hull, 
d'orr. Hot. Clnl), xxvii. (1900) p. 520), Wiegand cited the three speci¬ 
mens from which he drew up the original description of Junrn.'t hrac/iif- 
p/iiff/u!i as follows: — 


“Arkansas: (Hetween Alorka and Red Fork) (Marey’s Exp<“d. 
Herb. G. 'rinirber); Up| )er Platte (Hayden in Gray Herb. 

Idaho: (Lake Waha) (Heller, no. 3110, 1890).“ 


Hoth of th(‘ s])eeimens said to be from Arkansas are in the Gray 
Herbarinm. 'The original label of the former rea<ls, “Hetween Aloska 
and red fork Ark. dum'-Sept. 1S4!>.” A .sn|)plementary lalxd, 
dating Iroin the time that th<‘ d'hurber collection was ineorporatesi 
with th(' (iray Herbarinm, ascribes tin* spe<Mmen to “Alarey’s K.\j)edi- 
tion.” \V1 len the itim'rary of the Alarey Fxpeditimi of 18-19 was looked 
up (d'he Heport of ('apt. R. H. Alarey’s Route from Fort Smith 
to Santa Fe. .31st Congress, 1st Sivssion [SiMiate] Fx. Doe. no. 04 
(18.*)0) p. 109), it was found that the expedition, which startl'd from 
Fort Smith on the fifth of .April, arrived at Santa I'e. New Alexieo, 
on the twenty-i'ighth of .Juno and that the return trip to Fort Smith 
was begun about the twi'iity-fifth of August, d'hi* line of march on 
till' return was .southward to Dona .\na on the Rio Grande, and from 
there in general eastward and .southeastward, until, eight days after 
ero.ssing the l*eeos River, they “pushed out ujion the high jilain of 


the Llano Fstaeado.’’ d'his was on thi' twenty-ninth of Se)»temb(*r. 
()n < )etober sixth thev “struck into a creek bottom, follinved it down 

t 

about three miles to its junction with a large stream, which is the main 

Ri'd Fork of the (’olorado.d'hi* main Rio (’olorado has, lu'ar its 

head, two principal tribiitarii's — the Concho and the Red Fork.” 

d'here can bi' no doubt that this is tin* Red Fork of tlu' Alarcv label.

It remains to identifv his “Aloska.” d'he name is not mentioned in 
his ri'port nor is it on his map. So far as there is any evidi'iicc, how¬ 
ever, it si'ems to have been the nami* of his camp ni'ar Santa. Fe, for 
on L. S. Land (Aflice maps of later date a triici about ten miles tiorth- 
east of Santa he is called “Sierra Alosca.’’ ’Phis was afterwards the 

siti' of Fort Alarcv. It would sei'in likelv, from the montane and

northi'rn distribution of Jiinriis hracJnijdniJIus, that the Alarey siieei- 
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men was eollocted in the mountainous region about Santa F(\ wliere 
the ex|)i‘dition eneam])ed for several weeks, orat h'ast within tin* j)resent 
limits of New Mexico, rather than in the desert rc'gion of northwestern 
d'exas, through which the route lay jifter the ninth of Sej)temher. 

d’he seeond “Arkansas” station cited in Wiegand’s j)a|><‘r is, of 
course, erroiK'ous also, d'he Il.iyden sj)ecitneii from the ti|)|)er 
Platte must htive been collected in western Nt'braska, nortlx'rn 
Colorado or Wyoming. If any herbarium contains a dated duj)licale 
of the s])ecimen in the (iniy 11(‘rl)arinm, it might ])(‘rha|>.s be ac<Mirat(“ly 
locidized by reb'rring to tlit' lists ])nbli.sh('d in .sev(“ral v(»hime.s of the 
R(‘|)orts of the llayd('n Stirvcw. .Since the sjH'cimcn is the type* of the 
species, this would be well worth while. 

It is unfortunate that th(‘.se geographical slips should liave bei'ii 
perp(‘tuated by Iiuch(Miau (Pflaiizenreich, iv. 36, p. 120), in a inaniK'r 
which tilldrds no clue to correcting them,— “Bis jt‘t/,t nur bckaimt aus 
Arkan.sas (Marcy, Hayden) imd Idaho (Heller n. :M10).”

The attractive l>og willow, which for several (hsadcs ])assed in 
America ;is Sa/lx prdicrllan'.s Pursh, was considen'd l)y I'lickcrman ’ 
to be identical with tlu' Furop(“an N. mifrfi/loidrs L., although with the 
couce.ssions that “th<‘ La])land j)lant is h'ss incliiK'd to be glaucous” 
and is “distinguished bv the broad, often cordate l)a.s(‘ of the le;iv(‘.s, 
a habit ^\hich 1 havi* never ob.served in ours”; ‘ and with the ftirlhcr 
comments that “Fries truly calls it eleg.-int; noticing iilso, .-is docs 
Wahlenbcrg, its rescunblance in liabit to \'accitiium uligitiosutn. It 
la'ing a verv northern atid nmiarkablv l)road-leavcd state of th(‘ .-'itecics,

which suggests this comparison, it is not surprising th.it our much 
larger and narrower-haived form should not so well coni|>arc with otir 
exclusively alpiiK' .ttid small-leaved form of the Vaccinium. Fries
